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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1, 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Okada WO 97/35629. 

Okada teaches a catheter 1 formed into a flexible tubular configuration 
made from similar synthetic materials as applicant ( i.e polyurethane (page 9 
lines 7-10). An introducing catheter 2 is formed therein which has a cone portion 
that has a taper-terminated portion (approximately at 21a), a quasi-linear section 
at 2a, and a stepped portion generally left of reference numeral 21 with an 
annular space 21 between the diagnostic catheter and the introducing catheter. 
The quasi-linear portion as an outer diameter equal to the inner diameter of the 
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diagnostic catheter (page 7 lines 22-28) which serves to close off the lumen 21 in 
the retracted state. While the examiner considers the tapered portion to the left of 
reference numeral 21 of Okada to be a "stepped portion" (especially in light of 
applicant's own disclosure showing tapered step portion Ep), in the event it is 
considered too gradual a taper to be a step, the examiner considers it obvious to 
increase or decrease the slope of the tapered portion as long as the properties 
and usuage of the device remains substantially unchanged. Okada is considered 
to show a slope in the cone shape portion within applicant's recited range of 27.
